Passports Required. 
WASHINGTON, January 5. 

The Secretary of State has a dis- 
patch from Frederick Raine, United 
States Consul General at Berlin, set- 
ting forth the annoyances to which 
United States citizens visiting Europe, 
and especially Germany,subject them- 
selves by neglecting to procure pass- 
ports before leaving this country. 
Berlin, F.ankfort, Hamburg, Leipsig 
and other cities of the German empire 
are subject toaso called small State 
of siege.’’ Every stranger or foreigner 
visiting these places is requested to 
identify himself by procuring pass- 
ports. The ladies are not exempted. 
Immediately after the arrival of a 
steamer, the police authorities de- 
mand the production of a passport, 
and if be is not provided with one, he 
must either procure one at the nearest 
United States Legation or to submit 
annoyances, ifhe is not peremptorily 
ordered to leave. No stranger can 
enter the diminions of the Russian 
Empire without a passport, while in 
several places of Austria, Italy, etc., 
similar prohibitory orders are en- 
forced. Students desiring to enter the 
German universities can matriculate 
upon producing a passport which is 
retained by the authorities of the uni- 
versities, and a ticket of protection or 


university membership is iss” ed. 
After such membership ceases, the 
passport is returned to the owner.

York Custom House, They submit- 
ted to him a set of rules, which if ap- 
will give them supervision 
and control for tbe first time, of all ex- 
aminations, appointments and promo- 
tions in the custom’s service at the 
port of New York. Promotions there 
are not governed by what is known as 
the Hayes rules. 
The new regulations in the bands of 
the President arethe result of an in- 
vestigation made by Commissioner 
Oberly several weeks ago, and if 
adopted will change the existing prac- 
tice in the following particulars: 

First.—They will meke examinations 
for promotion, compulsory instead of 
optional. 

Second.—Under the proposed rules, 
the names of all persons eligible fur 
promotion in the custom house are to 
be submitted to the appointing officers 
instead of four names, as now re- 
quired. 

Third.—Under the present rules reg- 
ulating appointments to ali branches 
of the civil service, a person after an 
examination is eligible for appoint- 
ment to the highest grades of the ser- 
vice 

The proposed regulations provide 
that certifications for appointment to 
the Custom’s Service, at New York, 
shall be only to the lower or $1,200 
class, and that after any person has 
entered the service he shall be required 
to pass an examination for the pro- 
motion to each succeeding higher 
grade until the fourth-class is attained, 
which includes the employes of the 
Custom House, receiving salaries of 
from $1,800 to $5,000. The President 
took all papers under advisement. 
It is thought that the regulations will 
be approved substantially as proposed 
by the Commissioner.
